Tho Gov- 
ernor vr.s .notlflcd, and through him tho 
United States Government. A peaceful 
settlement was attempted but without re- 
sult favorable to tho Indians. The cowboys 
hcgan to assemble, and now about COO aro 
rendezvoused in tho southern part of tho 
nation.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Juno K,—A decided 


sensation was caused la tho coroner's 
Dillco yesterday Tjy Mrs. Sarah Jano Whlto- 
lins's voluntary confession that she had 
poisoned her two children and that $ho had- 
furnished her husband •u-ith the poison 
with which, sho declares, bo took his ov'li 
llfo on account ol despfindency caused by 
poverty. 
Mrs. "Whitoling's victims wore 


her husband, John Whitolinjr, her 0-yoar 
old daughter, Bertha, and a boy, Willie, 3 
years old. The family lived in poverty. 
The husband died on March 20 last, the' 
girl on April 34 and the little boy 
on May 2fl. Detectives worked at her for a 
confession, but until yesterday were un- 
successful. 
Finally the woman brolto 


down from too weighf of her awful secret 
and niado u clean breast of the whole 
affair, ami when taken before the coroner 
yesterday she detailed to that official -with 
great minuteness how sho had poisoned 
the children. She said: 
" I gave Dortio the Ur?t dose or the poison on 


April i]], and on April 2-1 sho died. I put ono 
spoonful ofthesluf: In a i;!ass or u-ntor and 
called tao child to mo ana nald: 'Now, 
Bertie, hero Is some medicine; you mus". 
tal;o II -IU« a ffood girl,' and I Ravo her ono 
spoonful. It m^fio hor sick, and when tho 
flootors 
prescribed 
some powdors to 1)0 


given in watci1 I bougnt the medicine, but gavo 
hor n spoonful of tho poison every hulf-hour 
Instead. It made her so very sick and sho suf- 
torcd so much that I foil sorry, and the day 
boforc 3ho died I stopped frlvinc her poison nnd 
Ravo nor tho medlolno, but It was too lato. Lit- 
tlo -\Vllllo died tho same way, I had Insurance 
placed on each child only a short tlmo ocforo 
they dloil." 


"When asked II sho had given poison to 


her husband tho woasan stoutly maintained 
that he had talcon hie own life. 


"I killed Bertie because I was afraid she 


would grow up In sin and crlmo, as sho iraa a 
had child and had stolen pennies from tho 
neighbors, and oncosho stole her school-toacu- 
or'D pocltot-boolt. Tho boy I Hilled because to, 
was In the way. I am sorry now Tor what I' 
have done and want people to pray for mo."

causes \vns given by tho(attending physi- 
cian |in all cases, 
Mrs. Whitolir.g pro- 


fosscd great piety, and on Sunday last she; 
went to n church iu tho neighborhood of 
her lioraCj and, l;ueelin(j at tho aitor-rail,! 
ftSlcccl tho prayers of tho congregation forj 
tho forgiveness of her sins. Post-mortem: 
examinations disclc«ed the fact of tao' 
poisoning, and the woman was arrested on 
1 


Sunday night. There were policies of in-1 
BUranco on tho lives of tho woman's vie-' 
Urns, each of them being for a small 
amount, but amounting in tao aggregate to' 
JSGO, all of which sho collected.

"What is n Pennsjlvania Dutchman) Ana 


how does ho differ from other Dutchman? 
In Iho first place, ho is not n Dutchman at 
nil, though ho is widely known as such. His 
ancestors camo from Northern Germany 
mid from Switzerland, and. ho is as nnlilte 
tho Deitehmnn from Holland us the latter is 
from the Irishman. In Lehigh, Northamp- 
ton, lloiugomery, Bucks, Berks, Lancaster 
auel other counties of Eastern Pennsylvania 
this class of Germans constitutes perhaps 
half or moro of the entire population. They 
aro sufficiently uuieiuc in somoof their char- 
acteristics to merit special attention. There 
are varieties, again, of Pennsylvania Ger- 
mans. Thero is considerable difference, for 
instance, between tho German communities 
of Lancaster and Bucks, or thoso of Berks 
and Bucks. Thero is difference in theoia- 
lecls and tho habits und customs of the poo- 
i)le 
The particular viirlo'.y described be- 


low Is that which prevails in the upper half 
of Bucks County. 


Their laiijruaRO is conglomerate). Voltairo 


says tho English -'gaiu two hours a day by 
clipping words." But this German dia.ect 
ot Pennsylvania is IV ahead ol English in 
the habit of knocking oft tho sharp corners 
of language. It is a sort of shorthand 
speech. It employs French, English, Gor- 
man, or whatever else comes in too way;,. 
yet it ia different from any and all of those). 
It has very little uso for* yrellxos and-suf- 
fixes, for 'inflection aim syntax. As thero 
is" neither grammar nor dictionary to cur- 
tailthe freedom of speech, it is a luxury to 
the children. It makes no din'erenco if pro- 
nouns novel- RCt an Introduction to their 
antecedents, and verbs never bother a mo- 
ment if they can't lino their substantives. 
As it is simple, brief and unrestrained in 
its nature a'.iJ use, It Is correspondingly 
effective. A Bucks County Dutchman can 
out-talk oven a I'ronctuhan, and before a 
Gorman can got his mouth ready to shape 
his robur.t utterances youv Bucks County 
man has made his speech and is off. 
Thus, 


if tho German wants s*ne ono to pass tho 
butter, ho says: 
"lull bitte, geben sic nur die butter." 
Bucks County says: 
"Gob 
m'r tier butter."

In its cope and application the dialect is 


necessarily very limited. It has never been 
reduced to writing, although an effort la 
that, direction was made a number of years 
a"e> bv Prof. Horno, formerly principal of 
" ~ itztomi State Normal School. It can 
uu ^u.ploycd for small tall;; it covers all the 
necessities of ordinary communication in 
tho kitchen, tho ahop and the barn-yard. It 
willdo to niako !ovo in, and even, to a lim- 
ited extent, to talk religion and politics. 
But the moment you attempt to talk science 
or art or criticism in Pennsylvania German 
you are floored. It can not bo done. You 
are then obliged to borrow vehicles for your 
ideas from English, German or such other 
language as you may command, and tho re- 
sult is a jargon that you can not pronounce 
and no one else can understand. 


A curious lact, which will scarcely. bo be- 


lievcel, is that there aro numbers of people 
In Bucks County, particularly women and 
Children, whose parents and grandparents 
wero born in this country, who do not speak 
or understand a word of English. Foreign- 
born Germans usually manage to carry on 
conversation in English about six weeks 
after they land in America. But here are 
people who havo :ived all their lives in 
Amoi-ioa anil yet do not know the National 
language. About, half tho school teachers 
of the county speak tha dialect, and in a 
large number of schools, whilo tho. recita- 
tions aro of course English, nil the conver- 
sation on tho play-ground is carried on m 
Dutch. 


The cliler generation of parents wero 


taught German out of the salter and tho 
Testament. But since the establishment of 
the f roc-school system that Is necessarily 
changed, and thus" it happens that there is 
a generation of men and women who can 
not read Gorman, and who know tho Ln- 
glisli so imperfectly that they can not speak 
it intelligently nor raid it nudorstandingly. 
But the younger and rising generation is 
doiii" bolter. More uud more families toacn 
thcit'ehUilren English from tlio cradlo, tho 
schools aro improving, and a low genera- 
tions later will probably seo tbo.dialect 
practical!v extinct. Within twenty years- 
Bucks County had as many as six or eight 
flourishing Gorman newspapers at once. 
3bw there arc three left, aud some of theso 
arc languishing. 


In the churches tho children aro at a great 


disadvantage. They learn to read in En- 
glish in tho week-day schools, but do near- 
ly all tlioir talking out of school hours iu 
the dialect, Tho consequence is thai they 
know English so iaiperfec'.ly thatthoydo 
not understand English preaching. Uuoh 
of the preaching is dono in high Gerraan.antt 
as the children know nothing at all of this 
language except from its analogy to tho 
diaiocr., they can not understand Gorman 
preaching- Tho only language they know 
idiomatically is Bucks County D*toa; hut 
dialect preaching is not, to bo had. There- 
fore their case is practically this: That tho 
children got preaching through a foreigh 
tongue, and derive but littlo benefit from 
the sumo. In the Sunday-schoolsltno situa- 
tion is a littlo moro hopeful. Hero the les- 
sons arc often read In both Gorman aud En- 
glish, mid explained iu tho dialect by tho 
teachers.

PUTTING ON GLOVES. 


Never Bo It Wlion Your Hands Aro Warm, 


or Dnrop. 


A great deal depends on the iirst putting 


on ofglovos, says tho Dry-Good* Chnmale. 
Havo tho hands perfectly clean, di-y and 
cool and never put on now gloves whi.e tho 
hands aro warm or daxp. Whore a person 
is troubled with moist hands it 15 well to 
powder them beforo trying on tho gloves; 
but in most cases, il tho hands aro elry and 
cpoi, this Is not needed. First work on tho 
fingers, keeping tho thumb outside of. tbo 
r/lovo and tho mist ot tho gloves turned 
back When the fingers arc in smoothly 
put in tho thumb and work tho glovo on 
very carefully, then, placing the c.bow on 
tho knee, work on the hand. When this is 
done, smooth elown tao wrist and button tbo 
second button first, then the third and so 
on to tho end. Then smooth down tho wholo 
glovo and fasten tho first button. Fasten- 
ing tho flret button last when putting on a 
clovo for tho first timo makes a good deal or 
difference in the lit, although it may seem 
but a very littlo thing. K iocs Hot strain 
thopart.oftho glovo that is tho easiest to 
strain at first, and prevents the enlarging 
of tho button-hole, either of which is suro 
to tako place if you begin at tho iirst button 
to fasten tho glove.

Wlicn removin" gloves never begin at tho 


tins of tho lingers to pull them off, but turn 
back tho wvist and pull oft carofully, which 
wil' ol course, necessitates their being wrong 
side out Turn them right siuo out, turn tho 
thumb iu, smooth thorn out lengthwise in as 
near as possible .the shape they would be if 
on the hands, and place away with a strip ol 
white canton flannel, between if tlio gloves 
are li»ht, but if dark colored the flannel may 
ho omitted. Nevei- roll gloves into each 
other in a wad, for they will never look as 
well after. Thero is always some moisture 
In thorn from tho hands; consequently, whoa 
rolled up, this moisturo has no chance of 
drying, and must work into tho gioves, 
making thorn hard and stiff, and of very lit- 
tle.nso alter, as far as looks or fit nro con- 
cerned.

LOCUSTS AKJE THICK. 


Tfeoy Aro CamUiz Out of theL'Jronnil 


In SAvaimd. 


According to the "Oldest Inhabitant" 


tho Bevonteen-ycar locusts aro two years 
behind. They are said to havo been 
hero for the test time in 1SG9, just nine- 
teen years ago. 


But, however the matter o£ dates may 


be they are certainly here this timo and 
havo brought their familieo. Tho recent 
warm rains have brought them out in 
swarms. Last evening they could be 
seen coming from the ground especially 
in the neighborhood of old trees. Some 
citizens anxious to protect their gardens 
were out with kerosene cans killing the 
insects as fast as they appeared. 


Whon the locusts first oomo up out o 


tho ground they appear 83 a white grub' 
about an inch long, but they soon turo 
to a brown hue, and shedding their Bkinf 
develop in two days bodies one inch in 
length with wings which when extended 
are aoont two inches from tip to tip. 
Considerable apprehennion is felt and it 
is feared that the shade and fruit trees 
will be ruined. The career ot tho rava- 
gere, is short, as they only remain forty 
days. They have a chisel in their tail 
with which they plow a trench in trees 
and therein lay their eggs.

hatched drcp to the ground, tho insect 
burrows in tho earth for seventeen year?, 
and then the locust reappears. 


Where tbo swarms have began work, 


especially in Illinois, they havo so rapid- 
ly 
increased 
in number that now 


they 
literally 
cover all 
kinds of 


bushoB, bodges andtreee. Their£avorite 
food appears to bo the loaves of currant- 
bushes and maple trees. They also eat 
potato vines cud nrborvitco.
